•Company, and in 1773 Bombay Island 
was placed in a position of qualified de- 
pendence under the Governor of Bengal 
;and Calcutta, 
It is now the seat of one 
«of the greatest presidencies of the Em-

Bombay is now a thriving city 
of 
•nearly one million souls, and one hears 
more strange tongues spoken there than 
in any other place in the world. 
Its 
temperature ranges from sevenly-live de- 
grees Farenheit to 115 degrees, with from 
•seventy to 300 inches of rain yearly, and 
-a daily tide of from fourteen to seventeen 
feet. ' The city is handsomely laid 
out 
and 
has 
many 
magnificent 
temples, 
mosques, palaces and public ind private 
^buildings. 
What interested us most, 
however, were the native quarters. 
The 
.streets are narrow and tortuous, although 
I am bound to say they are cleaner than 
those of 
San Francisco, 
The houses 
-are picturesque in the extreme, with a 
profusion of fine sculpturing, project- 
ing stories, curious bay windows and 
cozy, gunny nooks latticed and 
matted, 
^vithout window glass, where the fair 
'daughters of India may be seen basking 
in tho tropical sim without much more 
•clothing on them than a string of psarls 
ior a waistband. 


There 
are 
mosques and 
Ilindoo 
temples grotesquely carved 
and gaudily 
painted, but of all, the street scenes, 
with their throngs of people and side- 
shows and by-plays, arc the most inter- 
•esting. 
Here 
the

Asiatic 
Jiumanity ebbs and jlows in 
ceaseless 
streams. 
Nowhere, excepting perhaps 
in Constantinople, can one see livelier 
hues and gayer displays of humanity

a busier throng of city life.

Tho conventional dress for ladies con- 
sists of a piece of silk or gorgeously 
colored cotton about five yards long and 
a halt a jard wide. 
This is wrapped 
about the body. 
The men have much 
less cumbrous clothing. 
Shoes they 
seldom trouble about. 
There are scores 
of public bathing establishments where 
men and women perform their ablutions 
and change their clothing. 
After each 
bath they rub cocoanut oil into their 
heads and bodies. 
This prevents 
the 
skin from becoming too dry and crack- 
ing, as it otherwifee would in the tropical 
sun. 
All their burdens are carried on 
their heads, while 
their 
babies 
are 
carried astride their 
sides, 
as 
most 
Orientals do. All kinds of work are per- 
formed in the simplest possible manner, 
liico and corn are ground between two 
stones; the upper one, with a handle 
near tho edge, ia revolved on tho lower 
one, which is stationary. 
A small hole 
in the centre admits the grain. 
One or 
two women turn this original grist mill 
for hours and so make 
fiour. 
The bak- 
ing is equally crude. 
The flour is mixect 
into a batter with water and put on 
hot 
ashes 
to bake. 
This 
is 
the 
whol^ process^ 
A iermQuUd litiuoi is 


made from the juic« of tbo palm tree. It 
is mixed with water and allowed to 
stand 
in the sun; fermentation takes 
place, and alcohol and carbonic acid sjaa 
is tho product. 
This diluted with water 
IS tho National drink, and is known as 
'•toddy," from tho name of tbo palm—- 
the palmyra—and can easily produce in- 
toxication. 
It is a sweetened alcohol, 
water and carbonic acid gas mixture of 
rather a pleasant taste. 
As a rule* he 
Hindoos are a temperate people. 
One 
might travel iu India for a month and 
never see an intoxicated person, for tod- 
dy if prohibited by their scriptures. 


The barber 
shops in India 
are ex- 
tremely simple. 
A mat is spread on Mie 
road anywhere under a tree or iu a shady 
nook. 
The 
barber always carries his 
razor and a pair of scissors with him. A 
small jug of water is obtained from tho 
nearest pool, and this with a little palm 
oil constitutes the 
barber's armamen- 
tarium. 
The person to be shaved sits 
down on his haunches on one side of the 
mat and the barber on the other. 
Oil is 
rubbed into the hair and beard, and the 
razor applied. 
Priests are shaved clean, 
head and beard, one or more times each 
week. 


The watcr-cnrrier is another curious

person in India. 
He fills a goat or pig- 
skin at the nearest pool or river, slings 
it across his shoulder and supplies water 
for drinking and cooking, for watering 
the garden and for sprinkling the streets. 
Crude as this method 
may seem, tho 
streets are better sprinkled than those of 
Sau Francisco. 


The picture shows a water-carrier giv- 
ing a man a drink. 
Cups are not used 
for drinking, as one caste could not 
drink out of the same cup that another 
caste drank from, so the hand is held to 
the mouth and water allowed to run in- 
to it and the mouth by the very simple 
process of gravitation. 


The people of India are as 
simple- 
minded and as trusting as children, pro- 
viding one knows how to take thera. 
Let them once be 
deceived 
and they 
never trust that individual again. 
In 
many ways the English 
have 
accom- 
plished wonders in India in railroading, 
commerce 
aud government, but they 
have also taught the people not to place 
too much trust in their fellow men. Tne 
white man has robbed 
and 
swindled 
these poor simple minded children of the 
tropics to such an extent that the Indian 
is now fully equipped 
with 
falsehoods 
and deceit, and can neror be relied upon 
in a commercial transaction. 
They ask 
many, many times tho value of their 
wares, show you one sample and sell you 
a much cheaper one. 
The rule now in 
India is to oiler one-fifth jor one-quarter 
what they ask for everythmg, and yet 
the moment an Indian is made to under- 
stand that you are his friend and want 
to pay him the correct price for an ar- 
ticle and that you do not want to swin- 
dle him, that moment he becomes as con- 
fiding and gentle minded as a child. 


The people of India are very relig- 
ious. 
They will die, 
if need be, for 
their ancient beliefs. 
Their domestic 
life is simple, loving and virtuous^ Many 
of them practice polygamy because it is 
their religion. 
Many of them marry a 
plurality of wives until they arc blessed 
with a male heir, because he is the only 
one that 
can secure them a proper 
burial. 
They arc exceedingly kind to 
their 
children and their 
household. 
Their uniform gentleness and kindness 
to all animals aud living beings excited 
our highest admiration and praise. They 
never cat animal food, because does it 
not necessitate the taking of life? 
And 
who is there in all India that dare take 
away that which he cannot give? 
To 
take away one holy, precious life that 
only Lord Brahma—the Great Creator of 
all things—can bestow?

The negroes are 
dissatisfied with the new election law, 
and 
have 
threatened 
to 
annihilate 
every white man, woman and child in 
the township. 
Captain James, an old 
and respected citizen, went to a meet 
ing of the blacks Saturday evening and 
tried to pacify them. 
A general fight 
ensued. 
Captain James was shot in 
the leg, four negioes were killed, and 
several more wounded. 
Further trou- 
ble is looked for, as the blacks are des- 
iderate and are led by bad men. 


A fearful forest fire is raging on the 
mountain side near Newcatle, which it 
is feared will destroy all the magnifi- 
cent timber there, including the reser- 
vation set aside for use as a National 
Park.

J Brahminism

ground in the East Indies, whether on 
account of the famine prevailing in many 
parts, or for the reason of the continu- 
ance of the domination of the Christians 
over the Hindoo princes, it is difficult 
to say. The English say it is the schools 
which they 
have established 
and in 
which the Christian 
missionaries arc 
teaching the Hindoos, as well as the in-

The recent floods of this country are 
made the subject of discussion by J. W. 
Powell in an article which he contributes

by him. 
He first makes the statement 
that, on what he terras »'flood plains,*' 
or the alluvial bottom lands of the great 
rivers, an overflow at times is inevitable 
and that it cannot be averted by 
dykes, 
levees or straightening of the channels. 
Thus the importance of regulating the 
outflow is increased and it is shoivn how 
completely the measures for this pur- 
pose dovetail into each other. 
Thus, it 
Is given as a fact that while the Missouri, 
Arkansas and Red liivers may not carry 
into the Mississippi a greater volume of 
water than do the Ohio and the Upper 
Mississippi, they bring in a much larger 
quantity of earth and other foreign £ub' 
stances, which, when 
deposited, cause 
the river bed to fill'up, the channels to 
shift and the bottom Ian Is to be over- 
flowed. 
If the headwaters ol these 
streams were stored for the irrigation of 
the belt lying east of the Roeky Moun- 
tains, the surplus which now brings 
destruction to the low lands 
bordering 
the Mississippi would bdliitilized iu the 
creation of fertility, 
''Deep cultivation 
and undordraining 
create a reservoir 
lor water wherever they are piacticed/'

N many of the antarctic islands 
when they were iirst discovered 
by civilized man the fur seals 
and the penguins were near 
neighbors during the season of repro- 
duction; they came out from the water, 
in which they were alert and active, on 
to the land, on which they were con- 
strained and fairly helpless; but come 
out they must, and corao out they did in 
multitudes that astonished the eyes of 
man when first laid on then\. 


Tho penguins cannot fly Îrom any dan- 
ger on land nor can they run like the os- 
Irich. 
They 
are simply droll, 
grave 
waddlers until they touch the water. 
Then they are off like a Hash under water, 
for their useless wings arc the finest flns, 
and they literally swim like fishes with 
them. 
They are confined to the south- 
ern hemisphere, and to the most 
lone- 
some and desolate regions of that 
area, 
naturally, since they are so helpless on 
land, which they must visit regularly to 
reproduce their kind. 
Their plumagç is 
harsh and oilvand they do not look un- 
like our northern loon or diver, at least, 
several of the thirteen species do which 
make up th^e penguin family. 
They oc- 
cupy in the antarctic relatively the same 
place tliat our auks do in the arctic, but 
they rau^e up as high as the equator, 
though the greater number are found 
below south latitude twenty-eight de- 
grees. 


The most singular feature connected 
with this family of birds is the odd coin- 
cidence of their habit with that of the 
fur sea^.s. 
Like those animals they re- 
pair to tho land in immense numbers, 
where the isolation, the drainage and 
the temperature is as tho seals 
elect. 
There they spread themselves over the 
face of acres and acres of ground, reach- 
ing inland sometimes a thousand yards 
from the sea beach. 


These rockhopper rookeries are de- 
signed with great order and regularity— 
they are frequently the resort of several 
dillerent species, and but the ground is 
80 laid off that the "town" or 
"camp" 
of one kind is never confused with that 
of the other. 
These "camps" arc often 
extensive enough to cover a space of 
twenty or thirty acres; but a "town" 
that embraces four or five acres is a very 
lively one and about the usual thing. 


The penguins lay this ground out in 
several squares, with tolerably straight 
streets, the squares 
occupied by the 
nesting birds and the streets by those 
which arc coming and going from the 
sea. 
Sailors delight in telling of the 
perfect regularity of the lives of a pen- 
guin town, and declare that a surveyor 
of our own kind could not get it into 
greater rogularity. 


The marching and 
countermarching 
of the rockhoppers as they come and go 
from tho rookery is said to resemble the 
manœuvres of our soldiers on pc-rade. 
The gravity, the rigidity of the upright 
backs and necks, the stiffness of the use- 
less wings and the firmness of their foot- 
ing make the resemblance quite sugges- 
tive. 
Their erect attitude and bluish 
black backs contrast so strongly with 
their white bodies and thro its that one 
English navigator declared 
that 
they 
"resembled so many children at a dis- 
tance with white bibs." 


The penguins come out on to these 
rookery grounds for the sole purpose of 
moulting, laying their eggs and hatch- 
ing them; they lay a single one, large 
acuminate or pear-shaped egg, and strad- 
dle It, making no nest or suggestion of 
one, but right on the bare ground the 
bird squats over it, sitting 
perfectly 
crect, without leaving its charge for a 
moment day or night, until the three 
weeks* time of incubation closes; if the 
mother does leave her egg it will be 
stolen or appropriated by another pen- 
guin, and she will not be able to lelo- 
cate her property; so it appears that the 
male bird regularly goes to and from tho 
sea and brings liis consort food, which 
keeps her in good condition, since the 
sailors say that a sitting rockhopper is 
always the lattest. 


These "towns," "camps" or rookeries 
of these birds have always proved to be 
of the greatest fascination to our sailors 
and whalers who have voyaged in the 
antarctic, and they have been of super- 
lative interest to every naturalist who 
has had the good fortune to visit them. 
Those of the Falkland Islands have been 
the most accessible and have therefore 
attracted tho most attention, and long 
accounts are given by tho old Dutch, 
English, French and tSpanish navigators 
of the queer sights which these strange 
birds afforded them, 


Tliese odd "Manchots," as the French 
called them, received those first white 
men just as they receive us to-day; re- 
ceived thetn without giving tho least evi- 
dence of alarm and hardly looking up at 
them as they strode in after stepping 
ashore from their boats at tlio rookery 
margin. 
In some of the "camps" there 
would be a perfect stillness on the part 
^f thousanils and 
tens of thousands, 
which heightened tho drear desolation 
of the place; 
then again the jackass 
penguins would set up at night horrible 
fcraying, 
making an infernal 
discord 
when arising from countless throats that 
was simply indescribable. 


When the sailors go ashore on one of 
these rookeries tho birds give no out- 
ward evidence of any concern. 
They 
will not move and stand quietly by while , 


The largest penguin is tho Appenodes 
patachonica, which is three feet from the 
crown ot its head to the tip of its abor- 
tive tail; but the other species arc none 
of them over twn feet up and down the 
back. 
The bones are very hard, com- 
pact and heavy, with no apertures for 
the admission of air, but they contain, 
many of them, a thin, 
oily marrow. 
Their sensations do not seem to bo very 
acute, in spite of their brilliant red eyes, 
which glitter and wink most knowingly 
at you. 
They sleep so soundly that they 
have been kicked a yard or two ever tha 
ground before awakening- 
Then when 
they do rouse up they march oil with 
their usual gravity if they go at all away 
from you. 


The name of "rockhopper," which 
the sailors have given these birds all over 
the world, arose from the odd action of 
a 
penguin when it gets among loosa 
rocks. 
It cannot 
walk 
then in its 
peculiar slow waddle, but instead leaps 
or hops in short jumps along, with out- 
stretched 
Avings as a balancing rod. 
When in a grassy place or among tus- 
socks these little plumelcss wing:i are 
used as fore legs, for it really crawls, as 
it were, on ail fours, and moves then so 
quickly that it may be well mistaken for 
a quadruped.—Washington Star.

rolling trucks. Black ligures glue them- 
selves against the walls to let you pass. 
The conditions of the scene combine to 
produce a vivid impression of labor. 
The natives work together in gangs of 
four, filling the trucks. 
Perspiration 
pearls over their niked bodies in some 
of tho hottest galleries, but they appear 
to labor without distress. 
In the main 
galleries, which are admirable ventilated 
they are for the most part fully dressed. 
They work either by time or task as they 
please, their wages remaining the same 
in either case; and I was told that they 
often 
finish 
their 
allotted number of 
trucks in two-thirds of the time 
which 
is allowed. 
Seeing what they do and 
how easily they do it, you can never 
doubt any more that the African native 
is able to work and to work well when 
he chooscs. 


The pleasanter processes of diamond 
mining begin when you follow the con- 
tents of the trucks up to welcome day- 
light again, and see the **blue," as it is 
familiarly called, laid out on the floors. 
The *'floors" are simply 
fields 
fenced 
round with high wire fences, where the 
extracted rock is spread out in beds of a 
certain thickness to pulverize under the 
action of the air. 
The contents of the 
trucks as they are emptied out run them- 
selves into long rows; the color of the 
stuff is almost identical 
with the gray 
purplish hue of winter cabbages at home, 
and at first sight the flat and wide- 
spreading floors might easily be mis- 
taken for Essex cabbage 
fields. The 
process of pulverization takes from four 
to six months, according to tho weather 
and the condition of the rock, and it is 
assisted by operations of watering and 
rolling, which add to the agricultural il- 
lusion. The average yield of every load 
of blue is one carat of diamonds, and as 
tho 
average 
net profit on a carat of 
diamonci« is about twenty shillings, the 
value of •i*he million loads, which I was 
told that i was looking at in tho extent 
of acouple of cabiiage fields, is not far 
from £1,000,000. 
As soon as the blue 
is sufficiently pulverized it is taken to the 
washing machine, where, by means of 
an ingenious system of water 
flowing 
over revolving pans, the lighter part of 
the 
earth is washed away, while tho 
heavier remains in the bottom of tho 
pans. By this process ninety-nine per 
cent, of tho blue earth is got rid of, 
and of 100 loads which go into the wash- 
ing machine 
only one is saved to be 
sorted. 
The remaining 
ninety-nine, 
after passing through the various sieves 
and stages of the washing machine, pour 
out in a state of liquid mud at the bot- 
tom of tho machine and are carted away 
by mechanical haulage, to be emptied 
on the daily 
increasing 
hillocks of 
diamond tailings, which, if other records 
of the industry were to vanish, 
might 
well puzzle future geologists to account 
for their composition. 


Tho one rich load to which tho hun- 
dred raw loads liavo been reduced in 
passing through tho washing machine 
M'as at one time sorted by hand. 
It is 
now subjected to a further preliminary 
of washing and sorting in a machine 
known as the pulsator, 
Here tho 
diamondiferous stuff is passed 
under 
water over pulsating screens, in which a 
double layer of leaden bullets has been 
placed. 
The pulsating motion causes a 
constant gentle shaking to be maintained, 
and as the specific gravity of diamonds 
is greater than that of lead, while the 
Bpecific gravity of much of the waste 
pebbly material is less, the effect is to 
ihake the diamonds to the bottom of the 
shot, while the waste material remains 
above it and is gradually washed 
over 
the side of tho screen by the running 
water. 


When all has been done that can bo 
done by mechanical processes tho ma- 
terial which is taken from the machine 
has still to bo subjected to the slow, un- 
certain and costly process of hand sort- 
ing, with all its temptations to dis- 
honesty. 


In the sorting room tho first thing 
which strikes you with surprise is to per- 
ceive that native convicts are busy at the 
sorting tables. 
Almost all the sentences 


at tho convict station aro inflictcd for 
thoft, and the handling of uncounted 
diamonds seems tho last work upon which 
it would bo desireable to employ con- 
victed thieves. 
However, as a matter of 
fact, it is found that the greater hold 
which it is possible to have over a con- 
vict and tho greater difficulty which thoy^ 
experience in being able either to keep 
or to dispose of stolen 
diamonds in 
prison makes them really safer to employ 
than tho averaqe free colored laborer. 
They are trusted only with the smaller 
grained 
stuff, in which 
tho smaller 
diamonds are found. 
More than this, 
after you have stood for some time by 
one of tho tables, where four men aro 
employed, you probably become aware of 
an indefinito sensation of discomfort, 
raising your head you perceive that a 
white man, whoso business it is to watch 
the proceedings of every one below, is 
seated upon a beam overhead. 
No one 
employed can be sure at any moment that 
tho eye of a watcher is not upon him. 


The larger grained stuff ia all sorted 
by trusted white men. 
The mass of peb- 
bles which tho distribution of the cylin- 
drical sieve has already sorted according 
to size are carried into this room in hand 
sieves and thrown in wet heaps upon 
their respectivo tables, where every sorter 
is provided with a flat metal slice and a 
little covered tin pannikin, into which 
each diamond as it is found is dropped. 
With the metal slice a small portion of 
tho mass is scattered rapidly over the 
table, inspected, and swept over the side.i 
The rapidity with which a practised 
sorter is able to detcct a diamond or de- 
cide upon the absence of any in the por- 
tion scattered is astonishing to tho ama- 
teur beholder, who can hardly believe 
that there has been time to look before 
the refuse has been swept off the board. 
Doubtless valuable stones are sometimes 
missed, and a percentage of loss must be 
reckoned 
with. 
In order to guard 
against it, especially in the larger grained 
stuff, the whole refuse of tho sorting Is 
carried out and spread upon sacks in the 
yard, where men are employed to sort it 
a second time. 
Tho quantity of recov- 
ered diamonds is sufficient to justify the 
precaution, but it is not very great. The 
diamonds fiom the sorting room are 
made into parcels twice a day and sent 
under armed escort to tho ofiice, where 
they are again sorted for commercial pur- 
poses by practised valuers. 


It is inthis office that the great variety, 
as well as beauty, of the stones, can be 
appreciated. 
There are specimens cut 
and uncut of every kind and color. After 
the white diamond the yellow is the most 
frequent, but there are also stones of 
green and purple, pink blue, and almost 
black shades, in which brilliancy and 
color appear, to combine for their very 
highest expression. 
Here the industry 
IS lost sight ot, and the gem value of the 
diamonds asserts itself.—London Times,
